EGARDING the proposition that the trusts should 
be curbed by removing tariff 
protection from 


their products President Roosevelt says in his message. 


'One proposition advocated has been the reduction of 


the tariff as a means of reaching the e^lls of the trust 
which fall within the category I ha-\p described. 
Noi 


merel> would this be -wholly Ineffective, but the diver- 
sion of our efforts in such a direction would mean the 
abandonment of all intelligent attempt to do away with 
these eviis 
Many of the largest corporations, many of 


those which should certainly be included in any propei 
scheme of regulation, would not be affected In 
the 


slightest degree by a change In the tariff, save as such 
eh uige interfered with the general prosperity of the 
•ountry 
The only relation of the tariff to big corpora 


tions as a whole is that the tariff makes manufactures 
profitable, and the tariff remedy proposed would be In ef- 
fect simply to make manufactures unprofitable. 
To re- 


mo\e 
the tariff as a punitive measure directed against 


trusts would Inevitably result In rulnjto the weaker com- 
petitors who are struggling against them 
Our aim 


should be not by unwise tariff changes to give foreign 
•products the advantage over domestic products, but by 
proper regulation to give domestic competition a fall 
chance, and this end can not be reached oy any tariff 
changes \\nfch would affect unfavorably all domestic 
competitors, good and bad alike. The question of reg- 
ulation of the trusts stands apart from the question of 
tariff revision." 


Consideration of the beef trust case will show the 


falsity of the presidential leasonlng. There is a tariff of 
Bine cents a pound on meats brought In here from abroad 
and another tariff on hides 
To whom doea this afford 


protection7 Not to the small producers to whom 
the 


President refers with so much feeling. There are none. 
It protects the beef trust. It gives that combination com- 
plete control of the home market and enables it to charge 
American consumers more for their meat than is paid by 
those In England 
The solicitude of the President for 


the small manufacturers is surprising. 
In any indus- 


try where there are independent dealers fighting the trust 
they produce but a very small percentage of the total 
product. The trust must produce or control by far the 
larger part of it to be successful. 
The President would 


have the whole country pay tribute to the trusts lest 
there be temporary losses to a few. The small dealer is 
* man of straw set up for purposes of hypocricy and hum- 
tag 
It was not to be expected that the President would 


accept this proposition, because it is Democratic, but he 
might better have ignored It than attempted to reason it 
down In this way 


The message as a whole has not made a favorable Im- 


pression. There are many platitudes but hardly a specific 
recommendation worth considering 
There is no call to 


action, nothing intimating any desire for anything posi- 
tive on the part of Congress 


The subject to which he pays the most attention is 


the trusts, but after all his rhetorical fulmination against 
them tn his speeches he advises no action that will injure, 
check on ev en disturb* them 
They know it and trust 


magnates are among the foremost of his critics 
His at- 


tacks on trusts and combinations in his speeches have an- 
gered them and It has been openly hinted that they had 
about reached the point where they would oppose his 
renomlnation. 
The descent from his brave talk to hto 


meek and meaningless words has disgusted them. Henry 
Clews will only say that the message Is very conservative. 
J. P. Morgan, through the organ that represents his 
views declares the message seven pounds lighter than a 
straw hat. 
The New York New Bureau, through which 


llr. Morgan's official announcements are made, saya: 


"In a part of his message President Roosevelt clearly 


indicated the looseness of the notions he has as to the 
-function of government as regards tne relations of cap- 
ital and labor, which was exemplified when he intervened 
m the anthracite coal strike 


"We fear that his generosity of heart leads him to 


the mistaken belief that 'the constitutional powers of the 
mational government' so far as 'they touch these matters 
of general and vital moment to the nation,' are larger 
than expert constitutional lawyers would admit to be the 
ease. 


"A comparison of the mildness of the President's words 


tn his message with his utterances on his pre-election tour 
tmevltably recurs to the reader. 
This very message, so 


ajsdet and conservative, when contrasted with what in- 
vestment and business interests had feared because of 
the earlier attitude of the Presldnt toward trusts—its 
vagueness and final Inconsequentiallty—constitutes an 
indictment against the chief 
executive for helping to 


ereate a state of agitation for which no real warrant 
existed." 


It begins to appear, as some people long mistrusted, 


that Roosevelt is a good deal of a bluff, that his talk is 
•at backed by action, and that instead of a brave and 
Independent statesman he is a politician truckling to 
#lements he considers dangerous for the support they 
can give him.—Montpelier, (Vt.> Argus.
